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ALEPPO GAINS 541 IN 1946 


WW HEN the printed copies of the annual 

reports of the Treasurer, Recorder 
and Trustees of the Permanent Fund of 
Aleppo Temple are distributed at the an- 
nual meeting the Nobility should be very 
pleased to learn that 1946 was an outstand- 
ing year in the Temple, both numerically 
and financially. 

A quick glance at the figures being com- 
piled for printing as this issue goes to press, 
shows that Aleppo again this year made a 
net gain of over one-half thousand in mem- 
bership, bringing the total membership as 
of December 31, 1946 to 11,265. The num- 
ber of candidates admitted to membership 
during the year, at the five stated meet- 
ings, reached 811, which, although cut 
down materially by the loss of 287 through 
death, is a figure sure to put Aleppo among 
the leading Temples of North America for 
creations during the year.

The financial reports of Aleppo show 
that the Temple continues to be in a strong 
financial condition, reporting gross receipts 
for the year of $232,922.76, including re- 
ceipts from annual dues, hospital pay- 
ments, life memberships purchased, degree 
fees, annual circus receipts, interest, ete. 

The Permanent Fund of the Temple, 
which derives its income from all life mem- 
bership fees paid during the year, $5.00 
from the fee of each candidate initiated and 
interest from its investments, reached 
$665,314.41 as of December 31, 1946, an in- 
crease of $18,505.00 over last year. The 
Fund now consists of $331,000.00 in Gov- 
ernment Bonds, with the balance in Sav- 
ings Bank accounts. 

The annual reports of the Recorder also 
show that Aleppo Temple must pay to the 
Imperial Council during 1947 the following 
amounts for membership Per Capita tax 
and annual Shrine Hospital assessments 
based on the membership as of January 1, 
1947; per capita tax — $6,759.00; Hospital 
assessments — $19,646.00. 

These reports, high-lighted above, are : 
pleasing climax to and the termination of a 
most successful year of record breaking 
ceremonials and regular Temple functions 
as Well as many innovations conducted by 
Illustrious Potentate Palmer. 

When Noble Palmer relinquishes the 
office of Potentate at the annual meeting 
January 24 he should feel gratified with the 
results of his year as the head of the best 
Temple in what many men believe to be 
the greatest fraternal order in the world. 
He can leave the office with the proud feel- 
ing of a job well done and can turn the 
reins of leadership over to his successor 
with much pride and satisfaction. 

His achievements and accomplishments 
the past year have brought great credit to 
him and distinet honor to the Temple.

financial standing of all unions as well as 
the accountability of all moneys spent by 
the unions, received a favorable vote in 
every city and town in the state with the 
exception of three, the strongest favorable 
vote coming from the labor centers in the 
state. The state-wide vote in favor of the 
bill was over 789,000 against approxi- 
mately 360,000, an outstanding referen- 
dum vote of better than two to one. 

The Attorney General, who is a gradu- 
ate of Yale University and Yale Law 
School, has chosen for his subject at the 
Shrine Luncheon “Legislation bear- 
ing on labor and management.”

A DOOR OPENER OR A SMOOTH 
CHANNEL TO CHARITY

MONG our members I have found 
some grounds for fear that too many 
think of Masonry merely as something ‘‘to 
belong to.” I wish to state emphatically 
that Masonry is not at all any such thing. 
Masonry, or membership in the Order is 
certainly not calculated to be used as a 
door opener or a smooth channel to 
charity. 

What should be impressed upon every 
candidate for membership in Masonry is 
the fact that such a step is a serious mat- 
ter and that acceptance as a brother en- 
tails far more than merely becoming a 
member of a powerful order. 

Each candidate accepted should be made 
to understand that Masonry is in all essen- 
tials a plan of life — a way of living. 

The basic principles of Masonry and its 
whole history will bear me out in that. 
Never has Masonry been an instrument of 
expediency. Never has it sacrificed one 
iota of principle. It must never do so. 

I am not so foolish as to think, believe or 
say that Masonry can or will save the 
world from the madness that has come 
upon it. 

But I do think, believe, and will say, 
that proper exhibition or demonstration of 
Masonic principles of living can help 
greatly in establishing the kind of world 
we want to live in. 

To do this we must expand our thought 
of Masonry as simply a rule and guide to 
personal life. We must begin to think of it 
as a model or example for other men to 
emulate even though they be not Masons. 

It is, therefore, important that we begin 
to consider in larger degree what effect our 
way of life and living may have upon other 
people. 

There is no need to lessen our efforts to 
improve ourselves individually — rather 
there is more need for it. But what should 
become more pronounced is a world-wide 
comprehension that here is a large segment 
of people who have discovered principles 
upon which a really stable brotherhood of 
man can be established. 

If we can do that, then millions of our 
fellow men will desire to know how it has 
been done and how they, too, may discover 
the same lessons. 

That is why the present is so important 
in the admission and instruction of candi- 
dates for Masonry. None should be ac- 
cepted who do not subscribe to full Masonie

principles as a plan of life. In the days to 
come seekers of advantage will be plenti- 
ful. Many who wish to use our name and 
prestige will try to become a part of us. 
Personages, high and low, will wish to use 
the power, influence and prestige that our 
name bears. These must be weeded out. 
Masonry has a mission to perform. It 
can become one of the great regenerating 
forces of the world now that the war is 


over. But we can not do this if self-seeking - 


and unworthy persons are permitted to 
become a part of us. 

This we must stick to: Masonry is a plan 
of life. It is an aid to securing comfort, 
peace, hope and security for those who 
genuincly believe in the truths it teaches. 
Masonry is not and must not become a 
vehicle to be used for selfish or ulterior pur- 
poses. If we should weaken and permit 
that to happen, then our usefulness in the 
world is ended. 

For many years this Order has held high 
the banner of truth, right living, honesty, 
fair dealing and honor among men and 
brothers. That banner must be kept aloft. 

So, whatever the temptations may be in 
the months and years to come, let us stick 
firmly to that basie principle which for so 
long has governed all Masons — it isa plan 
of life. Those who do not or will not sin- 
cerely subscribe to that plan have no part 
in it. 

Expediency or opportunism never suc- 
ceeds. In the end the only thing that 
proves worthwhile is honesty, nobility and 
truth. 

Let us hold fast to these great principles, 
and we shall have the joy of a magnificent 
work in the rehabilitation of the world. 

Let us try as never before to demon- 
Strate a plan of life that time has proved 
workable, efficient and effective. If we do 
that, we shall have proved our worth as 
Masons in our age.

The Proposed amendment of the By-laws of Aleppo Temple, printed below was offered in writing by Noble 
Justin A. Duncan at the stated meeting of the Temple held November 29, 1946, and in accordance with the 
By-laws of the Temple will come up for action at this business meeting, January 24, 1947 at 4:00 P.M.

THE FOLLOWING PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF THE BY-LAWS OF ALEPPO TEMPLE OFFERED IN WRIT- 
ING BY NOBLE JUSTIN A DUNCAN AT THE NOVEMBER 29 MEETING WILL BE ACTED UPON AT THE 
BUSINESS MEETING, FRIDAY, JANUARY 24, 1947 AT 4.00 P.M. 


Amend By-Laws by striking out Article IV, Section 1 and substituting therefor the following: 


ARTICLE IV 

1. There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of five Past Potentates of this Temple duly elected for a term of five years, 
starting January, 1948. After the adoption of these amendments to the By-Laws, a Finance Committee of five members . 
shall be appointed forthwith by the Potentate who shall serve until the next annual election at which time one member 
shall be elected for a period of one year, one member for a period of two years, one member for a period of three years, 
one member for a period of four years, and one member for a period of five years, and thereafter one member shall be 
elected annually for a five year term, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

2. The Potentate within a month after his election shall submit to the Finance Committee an estimated budget of the 
Temple’s expenses for the calendar year predicated upon the anticipated income and expenses for said period, and after it 
is congidered. the Finance Committee shall set up a budget for the calendar year which may be altered or changed by 

form to the needs of the Temple. The Potentate may, if he deems it necessary or advisable, incur 

claims or obligations of the Temple outside of the budget provided, and without 
revious authorization or approval of the Committee, until such time as the total of the same equals the sum of $2,000.00. 

3. The committee shall examine all bills, accounts, claims or demands of whatever character, giving their approval before 
the same shall be paid by the Treasurer. No bill, account, claim or demand shall be paid before it has been examined 
and approved by the Finance Committee and the payment thereof directed by said Committee and no check or voucher 
in payment of any such bil], account, claim or demand shall be signed by the Treasurer until the same shall have been so 


approved by at least a majority of the Committee.

5. Whenever any member of the Committee is unable to serve by reason of disability, or a vacancy exists because of death 


or resignation, the Potentate shall appoint another to serve until the next annual election.

The Finance Committee shall annually appoint an auditor who shall examine the books, accounts, cash on hand, and 
securities of the Treasurer, Recorder, and Board of Trustees as soon as possible after the close of the financial year of the
